CHAPTEE I. 

INTEODUCTION. 

1. Ever since the revival of learning in "Western Europe, 
the structure of the Hebrew language has been a cause of 
perplexity to scholars. 

In the middle of the last century, Bishop Lowth, in his 
Lectures on the Sacred Poetry of the Hebrews, having occa- 
sion to notice one of the chief difficulties of the subject, 
complained that interpreters of the Hebrew text, in their 
endeavours to escape from that difficulty, were driven to 
translate according to their own apprehension of the 
meaning rather than according to laws of Grammar, 
or any fixed principles. Writers on Grammar, he said, 
did indeed note the fact, but were imwilling to confess 
their inability to explain it : they attempted to hide their 
ignorance under a veil of technical terms. He could not 
believe that those imexplained variations of structure were 
introduced at random; on the contrary, it was beyond 
doubt that they had in them some special force and fitness.

It was not to be wondered at, that many of them 
appeared to ns now intricate and obscure, considering the 
remote antiquity of the Hebrew language.* 

2. The diflSculties, to which Bishop Lowth referred, lay 
deep in the structure of the language. They concerned, 
chiefly, points on which, most of all, correctness of inter- 
pretation depends; namely, the power of the so-called 
Tenses of the Hebrew verb. The grammatical forms, to 
Tv^hich this name was given in the days of Bishop Lowth, 
are two in number. They resemble tenses properly so 
called, in so far as they express action or condition, and as 
they combine with the root, which indicates that action or 
condition, certain prefixes and suflSxes which indicate 
persons. It was natural that scholars, who were familiar 
with the languages of the "West only, and derived thence 
their notions of grammar, should conceive they found in 
them the natural and typical structure of language in 
general ; and should believe that these Hebrew forms, which 
so far resembled the tenses of those languages, resembled 
them further in that point from which the notion and 
name of tense were derived. As the notion of time, as 
past, present, or future, is inwrought into the very sub- 
stance of the temey so it was assumed that these forms 
carried in them the notion of time also. Accordingly, 
one of these forms was regarded as a Past Tense; the 
other, as a Future. The Present time was held to be suffi- 
ciently indicated in other ways.

3. This theory had been long accepted : yet there were 
many obvious cases which it was inadequate to explain. 
In narratives of past events, the Hebrew use is to tell, one 
by one, acts or events in the order in which they occurred. 
Now the form ordinarily employed in such narratives for 
•specifying each act or event was seen to be the form 
which it had been agreed to call the Future Tense. The 
events so narrated in due sequence were of course coupled 
by a conjunction, commonly rendered in the English Ver- 
sion by and. The original theory accordingly received an 
amendment or supplement. It was laid down that the 
conjimction had in such cases a special power of convert- 
ing the Future Tense into a Past. A like diflSculty pre- 
sented itself in cases where the so-called Past Tense, with 
a conjunction prefixed, was used in passages where it was 
impossible to treat it as really indicating a past time. 
Here too a conversive power was conceived to belong to 
the conjunction. 

It is a strong objection to this theory that no such use 
as that which is supposed has been foimd to exist in any 
of the other Semitic dialects, notwithstanding the close 
resemblance of those dialects to one another ; nor in any 
other language. 

It is a further objection that the supposed conversion is 
unnecessary and superfluous, even according to the prin- 
ciples of the supporters of this theory; for they assert 
that the language contains a proper Past Tense and a 
proper Future Tense. Why resort to these devices for 
converting a Future into a Past, a Past into a Future,

when, as they assert, direct expressions for the Past and 
the Future already exist P 

After all, it was found necessary to admit that in certain 
cases the rule of conversion does not apply. 

With aU these qualifications, the theory, as above 
stated, is found in many cases insufficient, as is shown by 
the frequent instances in which the English translators of 
the Old Testament have departed from it. 

4. Professor D. Michaelis, of Gottingen, in his Annota- 
tions wpon Bishop LowtKs Lectures, indicated the error into 
which the grammarians had fallen. They had been mis- 
led by conceiving the structure of the Semitic verb to be 
completely similar to that of the verb in the languages 
with which they were conversant. He discerned that in 
the Hebrew the forms commonly called Tenses do in fact 
express no time, and that each of those forms is in fact 
used in reference sometimes to past time, sometimes to 
present or to future. 

About the beginning of this century. Professor Jahn, of 
Vienna, in his Orammatica Linguce Hebrcecey expounded 
this view, and in conformity with it abandoned the old 
technical names of the so-called Tenses. The forms, which 
had been formerly called Past and Future, he named First 
and Second Aorists. The general principle of the new 
theory he stated in the following words : 

" Aoristus primus sistit rem perfectam, jam prmentem, 
jam praeteritam, jam futuram." 

"Aoristus secundus sistit rem imperfectam, jam prse- 
sentem, jam praeteritam, jam futuram.''

In accordance with this vi^w, later writers on Hebrew 
Qrammar have named the two forms Perfect and Imperfect. 

It is to be noticed also that writers of authority on the 
cognate dialect of Arabia now recognize the same principle 
as preyailing in that dialect, and adopt the same terms to 
designate the two corresponding forms of the Arabic verb. 
" The temporal forms of the Arabic verb (says Professor 
Wright) are but two in number; the one expressing a 
finished act, one that is done and completed in relation to 
other acts (the Perfect) ; the other, an unfinished act, one 
that is just commencing or in progress (the Imperfect), 
A Semitic Perfect or Imperfect has, in and of itself, 
no reference to the temporal relations of the speaker." 
{Qrammar of the Arabic Language, vol. i. s. 77.) 

5. Another important advance towards a true theory of 
Hebrew Grammar was made about the same time by Pro- 
fessor Heinrich Ewald, of Gottingen. He appears to have 
been the first to discern the correspondence of the two 
conjunctions, which in our Authorized Version are indif- 
ferently rendered by our English and, with the two con- 
junctions which in Arabic appear as tm and fa: the 
former expressing connexion, the latter indicating sequence 
or consequence, Ewald's view is now generally received. 

6. Notwithstanding the progress thus made, we find 
that our best treatises on Hebrew Grammar do not furnish 
any clear and consistent theory. We find, for instance, 
the verbal forms still named the Past Tense and the 
Future Tense, whilst it is admitted that these tenses mark 
also all other times. We still read of the Future with Vau 
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6 The E^eu) Verb. 

Conversive; yet the use of that constructioii is described 
as being that of marking an adyance or progress in the 
events related. Thus the old and the new are combined, 
though they cannot be harmonized. Old terms are re- 
tained, though the theory to which those terms were fitted 
is abandoned ; and the new theory is adopted, apart from 
the new terms, which alone fitly express it. 

As to the unsatisfactory state of Semitic scholarship 
at this time, it wiU be sufficient to cite the testimony of 
Bishop Ellicott : 

" It would certcdnly seem that, much as has of late been 
done for the study of the Hebrew language, especially in 
Germany, there is still room for a more scientific develop- 
ment of many of the laws by which that ancient language 
appears to be governed. There is even now (as a refer- 
ence to any of the more recent commentaries on the books 
of the Old Testament will clearly show) less linguistic 
precision, less mastery of details, less recognition of those 
bye-laws which in every language, but especially in the 
Semitic, so much regulate special interpretations — ^less, in 
a word, of scholarship, as distinguished from learning, 
than we might have expected from the corresponding 
advances in the Greek language.*' — {Aids to Faith, p. 466.) 

7. This state of things renders it highly desirable that 
some effort be made to ascertain and to define accurately 
the principles and the rules by which the structure of the 
Hebrew language is regulated. The Scriptures of the 
Old Testament are at this time subjected to a searching 
criticism : a revision of the Authorized Version is actually 
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Introduction. 7 

in liand : yet the best security against error appears to be 
wanting. 

8. However needful some work of this kind may be, it 
may well seem strange that this task should be undertaken 
by persons far distant from the centres of European 
learning, and without the advantage of personal com- 
munication with living teachers of highest authority. It 
may appear to be a somewhat presumptuous attempt to 
enter upon a field which might have been more fitly left 
to others. It may be well, therefore, to state the circum- 
stances under which this work was commenced. 

The two friends, the result of whose inquiries on this 
subject is given in this volume, had acquired some know- 
ledge of the Semitic tongues before they entered on the 
study of the dialects of the Southern Pacific. They were 
struck, as earlier students had been, by certain points of 
resemblance between the two groups : not a resemblance 
in words, or such as would indicate any affinity in the 
roots of the languages, but rather one which lies in the 
structure of speech, in the forms of thought, and which 
seems to show that the two groups belong to a similar 
stage in the growth of language. In particular it was 
noticed that in these languages forms of the verb exist, 
which convey the notion of action or condition, and no- 
thing more ; the time to which the action or condition be- 
longed being left to be gathered from the context, or from 
the circumstances under which the words are spoken. 
Here, then, was a grammatical form, the existence of 
which had been divined by European students of Hebrew,

but of whicli no actual instance liad been known to the 
learned men of "Western Europe. 

Further, it was obvious that even the rudest of the 
known languages of the ocean, however simple in struc- 
ture or deficient in flexion, do yet suffice to convey from 
man to man with reasonable accuracy those notions of 
time, of position, connexion, or relation, without which 
speech would fail of its end. There is always present 
some device of structure, or of mere collocation, which, 
being understood alike by speaker and hearer, excludes 
doubt or misunderstanding as to these points. It was 
hard to think that the Hebrew tongue did not possess 
some adequate means of conveying thought with more 
of precision than had been apparent to our gram- 
marians. 

Accordingly we set ourselves to examine carefully the • 
Hebrew documents, endeavouring to ascertain, by a com- 
parison of passages, the rules by which the use of the 
several forms of the Hebrew verb was controlled, and to 
define, so far as might be practicable, the more minute 
rules by which the speakers of the language were guided 
in other respects. 

The work went on smoothly as long as my friend shared 
in it. His wide knowledge corroborated what had been 
inferred from a narrower field, and furnished many new 
suggestions. Amid many cares, his interest in this under- 
taking — ^his conviction that it would in due time yield 
fruit — ^never faltered. To his co-operation and encourage- 
ment whilst he lived, and since his departure to the re- 
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membrance of his urgent words, it is due that the inquiry- 
has been carried thus far. If time and strength be given, 
other researches in the same field may be brought to com- 
pletion.

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CHAPTEE II. 



GENEKAL KULES. 



The Rules set forth in this chapter are deduced from 
a careful examination of the Hebrew text. The examples 
here given as illustrating the Rules have been chiefly 
taken from the Historical Books as they stand in the 
Hebrew Canon, beginning with Genesis and ending with 
the Second Book of Kings. Though the style of these 
books is for the greater part of the historical or narrative 
kind, yet there is a large admixture of other elements. 
There are numerous examples of the ordinary speech of 
the Hebrew people intermingled with the more solemn 
discourses of the lawgiver and the prophet, and with 
songs of triumph and devotion. To these books belong 
two especial advantages for our purpose : the context is 
generally sufficiently clear to aid the reader in deter- 
mining the true rendering ; and there are few passages 
as to which prepossessions might interfere with the fair- 
ness of our induction. Occasionally, examples have been 
added from the Psalms and the Book erf Proverbs. 

1. The Forms of the Hebrew verb, which are here called 
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Imperfect and Perfect, are not tenses in the proper sense, 
i.e. the notion of time as past, present or future, is not 
inherent in the Form. They note only actions or condi- 
tions and the persons of whom such actions or conditions 
are predicated. They predicate a certain state of a cer- 
tain subject, and no more. 

The time to which the action or condition, expressed by 
the form, belongs in each case, is to be gathered from the 
context. The present time is understood, if none other 
is suggested by the context. The diflference between the 
two Forms is not then any diflference in time, but a diflfer- 
ence in the way of conceiving the action or condition. 
The Forms then may be accurately described as moods 
indicating modes of thought, rather than as tenses. 
These moods taken in connexion with indications of time 
supplied by the context, and so having their generality 
limited and restricted, become equivalent to our tenses. 
Viewed as moods, they differ from each other much in 
the same way as becoming from being, as motion from rest, 
aa progress irom completion. 

IMPERFECT. 

2. The Imperfect is used, in independent sentences or 
clauses, to express acts or events which are regarded as 
transitory or incomplete, commencing at some particular 
point of time, or continuing during some interval of 
time, past, present or future. It may be {a) a single 
act : or (J) a recurring act : or (c) an act expected to

occur in a certam state of things whenever that may arise ; 
or (d) an act dependent on other acts, hypothetical, or 
contingent. This Form is used also (e) after words of pro- 
hibition or deprecation. 

EXAMPLES. 

a. Judges xix. 16, 17, "There came an old man from 
his work, and he saw a wayfaring man in the street of 
the city. And the old man said, WTiither goest thou ? 
and whence earnest thou ?" (telek — ^tavo). 

I. Samuel xxviii. 16. " Wherefore then dost thou ask 
of me?'' (tisaleni). 

Gen. XV. 13. " Thy seed shall be a stranger in a land that 
is not theirs" (yihyeh). The words "thy seed" suggest a 
future time, being addressed to a man who at the time has 
no child. 

Exod. ix. 6. " To-morrow the Lord shall do this thing" 
(ya^aseh). 

i. Deut. iii. 9, E. V. " Hermon the Sidonians call Sirion " 
(yiA;reu), i.e. they call it so from time to time whenever 
they have occasion to speak of it. 

I. Kings V. 25, Heb. (v. 11, E. V.). " Thus gave Solomon 
to Hiram year by year" (yitten). 

Numb. xi. 6, E. V. " We remember the fish which we 
did eat in Egypt freely" (nokal). The past time is sup- 
plied by the words " in Egypt." The eating was an act 
recurring from time to time — ^at meal-times, or when 
hunger returned. 

c. Prov. xi. 4. " "RicheB profit not in the day of wrath 
{i.e. whenever wrath f aUeth upon man) ; but righteousness 
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General Rules. 13 

delivereth from death {Le. deKvereth whenever death is 
imminent)" (lo-yodl — ^tassfl). 

d. Thus the Imperfect is regularly used after the 
words im (if), pen (lest), U-ma an (to the intent), Jd 
(in case). 

e. "Thou shalt not steal " (lotignov). "Fear thou not'* 
(al-tira). 

FEEFECT, 

3. The Perfect is used, in independent sentences or clauses, 
to express {a) states, conditions or relations which are 
regarded as complete and abiding, belonging to no par- 
ticular poiut or interval of time ; (J) states of the human 
mind and feelings, habits or customs, course of life ; {c) 
offices, functions, or permanent relations; {d) facts re- 
garded as complete, and entirely past ; {e) facts regarded 
as absolutely certaiu to happen. 

EXAMPLES. 

a. Psalm civ. 1. " Lord, Thou art very great. Thou 
a/rt clothed with honour and majesty'* (gadalta — ^lavasta). 

b. Psalm cxix. 113, 114. "/ hate vain thoughts, but 
Thy law do I love. I hope in thy word " (saneft — ^ahavti 
— yi^alti). 

Ps. i. 1. "Blessed is the man that walketh not in the 
counsel of the ungodly, nor atandeth in the way of sirmers, 
nor sitteth in the seat of the scornful " (15 halak — <amad 
— ^yasav). 

I. Sam. ii. 13, 14. " The priest's custom with the people 
was — ^when any man offered sacrifice, the priest's servants 
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came with a flesh-hook, and he struck it into the pan" 
(va — hikkah). 

c. II. Kings ix. 13. " Then they hasted, and blew with 
a trumpet, saying, Jehu is king^' (malak). 

Deut. viii. 19, E. V. "I testify (am a witness) against 
you this day " (haddo^I). 

d. I.Sam.vii.l2,E.V. "Hitherto hath the Lord helped 
us" (tazaranO). 

Deut. V. 2-4. "The Lord made a covenant with us in 
Horeb" (kara^ — ^beri^). "The Lord talked with you, in 
the mount" (dibber). 

In these verses a past time is indicated by referring to 
Horeb and to the mount. 

Joshua xxiv. 2, E. V. " Tour fathers dwelt on the other 
side of the flood in old time " (yasevu). 

e. I. Sam. ii. 31. " Behold the days come that I will 
cut off thine arm, and the arm of thy father's house, that 
there shall not be an old man in thy house " (gada^ti). 

I. Kings xiii. 2. " altar, altar, thus saith the Lord ; 
Behold, a child shall be bom unto the house of David, 
Josiah by name ; and upon thee shall he offer ^^ (nolad — 
we-zava^). 

4. In order to make the meaning and effect of these 
two forms of the Verb more manifest, it is desirable to 
compare the uses of the two forms in cases where both 
belong to the same root. 

For example, compare the Imperfect and Perfect of the 
root Ja, in Judges xix. 16, 17 ; and in Gen. xvi. 8. In 
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the former passage the wayfaring man is moving on from 
one place to another^ one action still continuing. So the 
Imperfect is used (telek — ^tavo). Whereas ia Gen. xvi. 8, 
Hagar is resting by a fountain. One action is complete ; 
another has to begin. The Perfect is used of the former ; 
the Imperfect of the latter (va^ — ^teleki). 

So likewise as to the root dmar. 

In II. Kings xx. there are narrated two conversations 
between King Hezekiah and the prophet Isaiah : one in 
w. 8-10 ; and the other in w. 14-19. In both cases the 
narrative takes the ordinary shape: the words of each 
speaker being given in their due order, and the Imperfect 
being used. But in the preceding chapter we find that 
certain persons were sent to deKver a message from the 
king to the prophet: "And they said unto him, Thm 
saith Sezekiah'^ (v. 3). Here the Perfect is used. The 
act of speaking is not thought of, but only the fact 
that these are words which express the mind of the 
king, a royal and weighty message. So the prophet 
answers (v. 6), " Thus shall ye say to your master, I%m 
saith the Lord,^^ using also on his part the Perfect, meaning 
" This is the Divine message in answer to that of the king. 

So as to the verb shafat \^ judge. 

Exod. xviii. 26-26, lit "Then Moses chooses able men. 
And they judge the people at all times. The hard causes 
they bring unto Moses, but every small matter they judge 
themselves" (shafe^u — ^yeviun — ^yishputu). Here Moses 
appoints certain men, and these men, being so appointed, 
are judges, and habitually exercise the function of judges. 
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This custom or function is expressed by the Perfect 
(we-shafe^ii). In the course of this function, from time 
to time they carry some causes to Moses, the others they 
settle. If a cause be difficult, they carry it to Moses ; if 
plain, they settle it themselves. These last acts are there- 
fore properly expressed by an faape r f cc t. ^^^^^^ 

SUBJOINED IMFBMFECT. 

5. It is sometimes needful to enumerate several succes- 
sive acts which, taken together, make up one proceeding 
or transaction, or are subordinate to one end or purpose. 
In such cases all the verbs subsequent to the first are in 
the Perfect, w^ being prefixed to each Perfect. The first 
verb, taken with the context, having sufficiently shown 
the nature and circumstances of the transaction and the 
time thereof, all that remains is to designate the several 
steps in their order, and to indicate the close connexion of 
each step with the steps preceding. This is done by re- 
curring to the Perfect, which, being the more simple and 
radical form of the Verb, is fitly used to express the 
action of the Verb per ae. Such Perfects are hereafter 
spoken of as mljoined Perfects. 

Such an enumeration may form part of {a) a command, 
{b) a law, {c) a narrative, {d) a question, or {e) a dependent 
or hypothetical clause. 

It is not necessary in these cases that the subjects or 
agents of the several verbs so put in the Perfect remain so 
throughout. They may be varied without aiFecting the 
operation of the rule. 
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Sometimes, in enumerating the parts of the transaction 
itself, it is found convenient to mention some secondary or 
collateral act appertaining to the transaction. For this 
purpose, the sequence of Perfects is interrupted, and a 
parenthesis inserted ; in such case, the w& which iatroduces 
the parenthesis is coupled, not with the verb, but with a 
noim or pronoun, and the verb is put in the Imperfect 
This Imperfect, beiQg now the verb of a direct and inde- 
pendent clause and relq.ting to a transaction yet unbegun, 
is to be taken as a future. 

EXAMPLES. 

a. Levit. xviii. 2. "Speak unto the children of Israel, 
and say imto them'^ (dabber — ^we-amarta). 

Genesis xxvii. 43, 44. " Flee thou to Laban — and tarry 
with him '^ (bera%-le-ka — ^we-yasavta). 

Judges vi. 25, 26, lit " Take thy father's bullock and 
throw down the altar of Baal — (and the grove that is by 
it thou shalt cut down) — ^and huild an altar unto the Lord, 
and take the second bullock and offer a burnt sacrifice " 
{k^X — ^we-hardsta — (we-e^-ha-Sserah — tikro^) — u-vani^a 
— ^we-laka;)^a — ^we-ha<ali^a) . 

Here the object directly contemplated is the destruction 
of the idol-altar, and the substitution of an altar unto the 
Lord, and the offfering of a sacrifice thereon. In carrying 
out this purpose, there is an opportunity for further dis- 
honouring the idol- worship, and thereby providing wood 
for the sacrifice. This, beiQg a secondary and subordinate 
part of the transaction, is placed ia a parenthesis. 

Exodus xl. 2-13, " On the first day of the first month 

2 
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shalt thou set up the tabernacle — ^and thou shalt put therein 
the ark — ^and cover the ark — ^and thou shalt bring in the 
table and set in order — *' (taAiim — ^wS-samta — ^we-sakkotfa 
— ^we-heve^a — ^we-<arakta, etc.). 

This example, on account of its length, is not here set 
fully out. It extends from v. 2 to v. 13. 

The acts here commanded had for their object the com- 
pletion on one day of all the preparations needful in order 
to the carrying out of the sacrificial system. All were 
subordinate to that one end. Accordingly every step 
after the first is indicated by a Perfect with w^ prefixed. 

J. Leviticus i. 3-9. " He shall offer it at the door of the 
tabernacle, and he shall put his hand upon the head of 
the burnt-offering, and it shall be accepted. And he shall 
kill the bullock, and the priests shall brin^ the blood and 
sprinkle the blood round about upon the altar, and he shall 
fiay the burnt-offering and cut it into pieces^ and the sons of 
Aaron shall put fire upon the altar and lay the wood in 
order. And the priests shall lay the parts in order upon 
the wood, (but his inwards — shall he wash in water) and 
the priest shall bum all upon the altar" (yaAriv — we- 
samak — we-nisrah — we-sa;^a^ — we - hiArivu — we - zareAiu 
— we-hifsit — w6-nitta% — we-na^enu — we-<areku — 
we-<areku (we-A;irb-o— yir;^) we-luArtir). 

In this example a parenthesis is introduced relating to 
a special act which the priest is to perform in reference 
not to the whole offering, but to one part only of it. 

c. Genesis ii. 6. "There went up a mist and watered 
the ground " (ed ya'Sleh — ^we-hisAah). 
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Genesis xl. 19. " Witlim three days shall Pharaoh lift 
up thine head, and shall hang thee — and the birds shall eat 
thy flesh '' (yissa P. — ^we-^alah — ^we-akal). 

Joshua xv. 2-4. " Their south border was from the shore 
of the salt sea, and it went out to the south side to M. and 
passed along to Z. and ascended up unto K. dmi, passed along 
to H. and went up to A. and fetched a compass to Ka : it 
passed towards A. and went out unto the river of Egypt, 
and the goings out were at the sea" (wa-ihl — we-y5sa — 
w6-<avar — we-<alah — we-<avar — we-<alah — we-nasav — 
we- <avar — ^we-yasa — we-hayah). 

Here one continuous boundary line is traced from spot 
to spot through its whole length. 

d, Exod. ii. 7. " Shall I go and call to thee a nurse of the 
Hebrew women ?" (ha-elek — we-Aara^i ?). 

e, Deut. viii. 1. "All the commandments shall ye 
observe to do, that ye may live and multiply and go in and 
possess the land" (le-ma<an ti;^un u-revi^em u-va^em 
w-irishtem). 

Genesis xxviii. 20, 21. " If God wiU he with me, and 
will keep me in the way that I go, and unll give me bread 
to eat and raiment to put on, and I come again to my 
father's house, then," etc. (im yihyeh — ^u-semarani-we- 
na^an — ^we-savtl) . 

It is scarcely necessary to remark that the foregoing 
examples under this rule are sufficient of themselves to 
show that a notion of past time cannot be inherent in the 
Perfect as such. 
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TARTICLE OF CONNEXIOK 

6. The particle we, commonly rendered by andy in its 
ordinary use connects objects present at the same time, 
or acts which are either simultaneous or at least closely 
connected with one another. 

This particle does not indicate any change of time. It 
has in itself no reference to time. It is true that, in an 
enumeration of acts forming several parts of one trans- 
action, the several stages do belong to diflferent points of 
time. This however is not shown by the particle, but 
rather by the nature of the steps or stages, of which each 
one as it comes into existence shows the before-mentioned 
steps or stages to have been completed. 

7. In order to express the close connexion of two acts, 
or the immediate dependence of one act upon another, the 
dependent act is put in the Imperfect, w^ being prefixed 
immediately to the Imperfect. 

In sentences of this class the modes of connexion or 
dependence are various, each of which has in English its 
appropriate form of expression. In Hebrew the one 
method, by the use of er^ prefixed to the Imperfect, is 
made to serve all these purposes. Occasionally other forms 
of speech are resorted to, but as a general rule this form 
is employed. The nature of the acts indicated by the 
verbs ; the relation between the persons who are the sub- 
jects or agents of the verbs ; these and other points men- 
tioned or suggested by the context supply a sufficient 
guide to the meaning. 
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a. In some cases, the eonnexion is so close that the de- 
pendent act is involved in the fact or supposition stated in 
the former clause. • 

EXAMPLES. 

Numb, xxiii. 19. "God is not a man that he should lie, 
neither a son of man that he should repent " (w-ikazzev— ^ 
we-yiftae;)^am). 

I. Samuel xii. 3. " Of whose hand have I received any 
bribe to blind mine eyes therewith P ** (we-<alim). 

I. Kings xxii. 7, E. Y. " Is there not here a prophet of 
the Lord besides, that we mwy inquire of him?" (we- 
nidresah), Le, if there be such a prophet, of course we 
shall inquire of him. 

Psalm li. 18. " Thou desirest not sacrifice, else would I 
giveit" (we-ettenah). 

6. In others, the dependent verb expresses the purport 
and object of the act expressed by the verb in the former 
clause. 

Exodus vi. 11. ^^ Speah unto Pharaoh that he let the 
children of Israel ^o" (w-isalla;^). 

Exodus X. 17, E. Y. " Entreat the Lord, that he. take away 
from me this death" (we-yaser). 

Exodus ii. 7. " Then said his sister to Pharaoh^ s daughter. 
Shall I go and call to thee a nurse of the Hebrew women, 
that she may nurse the child for thee " (we-^enUfc). 

I. Kings xiii. 33, E. Y. "Whosoever would, Jeroboam 
consecrated him that he might become one of the priests of 
the high places " (w-ihT). 

€, In other cases a command or prayer is followed by a 
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clause expressing a result of sucli command being obeyed 
or prayer graated. 

Gen. xii. 1, 2. "Get thee out of thy country, and I will 
make of thee a great nation " (we-e<es-ka). 

Psalm cxix. 144. " Give me understanding and I shall 
live" (we-exyeh). 

I. Sam. vii. 3. "Prepare your hearts unto the Lord and 
serve Him only : and He toill deliver you" (we-yassel). 

8. When a statement of a condition or supposition is 
followed by a statement of some result to follow closely 
upon the fulfilment of that condition, the verb which ex- 
presses the result is in the Perfect form, and is preceded 
by w^. The result necessarily belongs to the future time 
at which the specified condition shall be fulfilled. 

EXAMPLES. 

Genesis xxviiL 20, 21. "If God will be wiih me and 
will keep me and will give me bread to eat, etc., then 
shall the Lord be my God" (we-hayah). 

Numbers xxvii. 8. " If a man die and have no son, then 
ye shall cause his inheritance to pass unto his daughter " 
(we-ha*avartem) . 

The same construction recurs in w. 9, 10, 11. 

In the following and similar cases, the supposition is 
not put in express words, but clearly implied. 

Genesis xviii. 25. " That be far from Thee to do after 
this manner, to slay the righteous with the wicked. (If 
Thou do so), then happeneth (this state of things), as the 
righteous, so the wicked" (we-hayah). 

Exodus xxxiii. 16. " Wherein shall it be known that I 
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and thy people have found grace in thy sight ? Is it not 
in that Thou goest with us ? (If Thou so goest with us), 
then are we separated from all the people upon the face of 
the earth" (we-niflinu). 

II. Sam. xiv. 7. " They said, Deliver him that smote his 
brother that we may kiU him, and so {i.e. if they kiU him) 
they shall quench my coal which is left" (we-kibbu). 

FARTICLE OF SEQUENCE, 

9. Whenever past events are narrated in due order, the 
sequence is indicated by prefixing the conjimction wa to 
the several verbs which express those events, each verb 
being put in the Imperfect form. The wa in every such 
case marks a new time, the commencement of a new act 
or event. It shows that the act expressed by the verb to 
which it is prefixed is later in time than the act indicated 
by the last preceding verb having wa similarly prefixed. 
It expresses sequence, and nothing more : the interval be- 
tween the acts may be of the shortest or the longest. 

The wa should be understood as equivalent to after that, 
thereupon, so, then. 

Of this structure, examples are found in every part of 
the historical books. It should be noticed that the first 
letter of the Imperfect following the wa is doubled, e.g. 
wai-yomer — ^wat-tomer. 

The following examples will show clearly the use of 
this particle as contrasted with the particle of connexion. 

I. Kings i. 33-35. "The king said unto them. Take 
with you the servants of your lord, and cause Solomon to 
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ride upon my own mule, and bring him down to Gihon : 
And let Zadok anoint him there king over Israel, and 
blow ye with the trumpet, and say, God save the king'' 
(we-hirkavtem — ^we-horadtem — ^u-ma«a;^ — u-^eA;a<tem) . 

lb. 38, 39. "So Zadok and Nathan went down and 
caused Solomon to ride upon king David's mule, and 
brought him to Gihon. And Zadok anointed Solomon, 
and they blew the trumpet, and all the people saidy God 
save king Solomon" (wai-yarkivu — wai-yoliku — wai- 
yimsa;^ — ^wai-yiMe <u — ^wai-yomerii) . 

In I. Sam. ix. 27, the Imperfect of the verb <avar occurs 
twice: once with the w6, the second time with the tva 
prefixed. Samuel said to Saul, " Speak to the servant that 
he pass on^^ (we-ya<avor). ^^ Then the servant ^ass^e? o/x " 
(wai-ya<a.vor). 

10. The use of this idiom is not confined to narratives 
of a strictly historical kind. It extends to narratives of 
every kind : to Jotham's similitude (Judges ix. 8 — 15) ; 
to Nathan's parable (II. Sam. xii. 1 — 4) ; as well as to a 
narrative given by a prophet of matters which passed 
before him in vision (I. Kings xxii. 19 — ^23). 

It is used also for the purpose of setting forth facts, 
not as occurring at a specified time, but as recurring from 
time to time whenever the like circumstances recur ; and 
that not only in respect of physical sequences or conse- 
quences, but also in respect of those of a moral kind. 

Thus Proverbs xi. 2 : When pride is come, then cometh 
shame" (wai-yavo). 

11. In poetry, the wa of sequence may be omitted, and 
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the Imperfect alone used : e,g. Exodus xv. 12. " Thou 
stretchedst out thy right hand, the earth swallowed them " 
(tivla<emu). 

BEEACE OF SEQUENCE, 
12. When it is found necessary to interrupt the orderly 
course of a narrative for the purpose of mentioning some 
fact contemporaneous with some fact already narrated, or 
which may serve to explain or to enlarge upon something 
previously stated, the breach in the sequence of the narra- 
tive is indicated by a very simple device. The structure 
is suddenly changed : the wa and its Imperfect disappear. 
The new sentence begins with w^y but this w6 is prefixed, 
not to the leading verb, but to a noun or pronoun ; and 
the leading verb of the new sentence is put in the 
Perfect. 

EXAMPLES. 

Judges iii. 25, 26. " Therefore they tarried tiU they were 
ashamed — ^then they took their key, and opened the door. 
But Ehud escaped while they tarried '' (wai-ya%ilu — ^wai- 
yi^XU — ^wai-yifta;^u — ^we-Ehiid nimla^). 

Numbers xxiv. 25. " Then Balaam rose up and went and 
returned to his place, and BalaJc also went his way " (wai- 
yaZom — ^wai-yelek — ^wai-yashov — ^we-gam Balak — ^halak). 
That is to say, the journey of Balak took place not after 
that of Balaam, but during the same time. 

Judges ix. 51 — 54. " Then went Abimelech to Thebez, 
and encamped against Thebez, and took it. {But there was 
a strong tower within the city) and thither fled all the men 
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and women, and shut it to them and gat them up to the 
top. And Abimelech eame unto the tower ^' (wai-yelek — 
wai-yi;^ — ^wai-yilkedah (u-migdal <oz hayah — ) — ^wai- 
yanusu — ^wai-yisgeru — ^wal-ya iSlu — ^wai-yavo) . 

I. Samuel ix. 14, 15. ^^And they went up Saul and the 
servant into the city, and when they were come into the 
city, behold, Samuel came out. Now the Lord had told 
Samuel a day before Saul came, saying," etc. (wai-ya<alu 
— ^we-T. galah). 

II. Samuel xviii. 18. " Now Absalom in his life-time 
had taken and reared up for himself a pillar " (we- Absa- 
lom laAa;^). 

13. It has already been stated that tm, as a Particle of 
Sequence, occurs before the Imperfect Form only. But 
there are apparent exceptions — ^that is to say, there are 
cases in which wa is found before other parts of the verb, 
and even before nouns. In aU such instances, the wa is a 
disguised form of the particle to^. For it is a rule of the 
language that w^ (and aU other similar particles, such as 
W, ^, etc.) must imdergo this change, when they stand 
immediately before a word beginning with Alef or any 
aspirated letter. Then the w^ becomes wa, and in like 
manner b^ and U become ba and la. In certain cases they 
even become wd, bd, and Id. 

By the operation of this rule, the Particle of Sequence 
becomes subject to one change : it becomes wd before the 
1st person singular of the Imperfect which begins with 
Alef. Thus, in I. Sam. xiii. 12, we observe three instances 
of this change in one verse: wa-omar — ^wa-e6

wa-a^Sleh. But these are matters of euphony, not 
of grammar, and do not further concern us in this 
inquiry. 

14. It is not meant to be asserted that the rule as to 
this Particle of Sequence is so rigidly observed as never 
to be broken — at least, apparently. It is not maintained 
that every sentence commencing with the wa and the 
Imperfect does in fact indicate a time later than every 
similar sei^tence which occurs before it in the text. The 
Hebrew writers used the freedom of a simple and in- 
artificial style ; and in the writings of which the volume 
of Scripture is composed, proceeding from many hands 
and having passed through many generations, some irre- 
gularities are to be expected. There are cases where the 
narrator returns to a prior point in his narrative, as at 
Genesis v. 24, where some of the words of verse 22 are 
repeated : and again at Judges ii. 6, where the very words 
of Joshua xxiv. 28 are repeated, with some addition : and 
at Judges ii. 7, where the words of Joshua xxiv. 31 are 
repeated in like manner. Sometimes the writer appears 
to go back to a point already reached and passed, for the 
purpose of supplying details not yet stated, e.g. II. Sam. 
iv. 6—7. Sometimes the order appears to be thrown 
wrong by way of parenthesis or a later insertion, as in the 
passage Joshua iv. 11 — 18. In I. Kings xiii. 12 (wai- 
yiru), where the rendering " had seen '' is untenable, the 
TiXX. must have read (wai-yaru). 

But irregularities of this kind are not of such a kind 
or so numerous as to throw any doubt upon the rule; 
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whicli, with these exceptions and some few others of the 
like kind, is observed throughout the historical books. 

CONCUMRENT FACTS. 

15. In order to indicate that two states or events are 
concurrent, or immediately connected, the clauses expressing 
the two are put in the same grammatical form, and placed 
side by side. 

EXAMPLES. 

Exodus xvi. 21. "As the sun waxed hot, it {the manna) 
melted^' (we-;^m — ^we-namas). 

I. Sam. ix. 17. " And as soon as Samuel saw Saul, the 
Lord said unto him" (u-/S. raah — ^wa-Y. <anah-u). 

I. Kings xiv. 17. "As she came to the threshold, the 
child died^^ (hi baah — ^w6-han-na<ar me^). * 

Gen. xliv. 3. "As soon as the morning was light, 
the men were sent away" (hab-boAer or, we-ha-anasim 
mlle;)^u). 

II. Sam. vi. 16. E.V. "And as the ark of the Lord 
came into the city, Michal looked down," lit and it cam£ 
to pass (this was the state of things). The ark was co^me 
into the city, and Michal looked down (we-hayah — Sron 
T. ba — u. M. ni«A:efah). 

16. There are various passages in which the grammatical 
form remains the same as in the foregoing examples, but 
much more than mere concurrence of events is implied. 
In these cases the further meaning is suggested by a con- 
sideration of the relation subsisting between the person 
speaking and the person addressed. 
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Judges vii. 18, E..Y. "When I blow with a trumpet, 
then blow ye the trumpets also/' {Le. "When I (your 
commander) blow, then it is your duty to blow also.") 
we-^aAa<ti — Snokl — ^u-^eka<tem gam-attem). 

II. Kings V. 6. sala;^i — wa-asaft-o {wa instead of 
«?6 before Alef). lAt "I send Naaman unto thee, and 
thou recoverest him from his leprosy," Le, "When I 
require thee to do this thing, it is thy business to do it." 
The superiority of the King of Syria at that time appears 
from verses 1, 2 and 6. 

A similar construction is found at II. Kings x. 2, 3. 

These examples appear to explain the structure of the 
passage in Deuteronomy xxx. 19. "Life and death I 
place before thy face — and thou choosest life." Le, 
"When I, the lawgiver, set life and death before thee, 
then thou (as in duty bound) choosest Kfe." 

FMECATIVE FOMM. 
17. A precative or optative sense is given to the Imperfect 
by placing it at the commencement of the sentence, and 
placing the noim which expresses the subject or agent of 
the Imperfect immediately after it. 

EXAMPLES. 

Judges xi. 37. " Let this thing be done " (ye<aseh — ^had- 
davar haz-zeh). 

Numbers vi. 24—26. "The Lord bless thee— the Lord 
make his face to shine upon thee — ^the Lord lift up the 
light of his countenance" (yevarek-ka T. — yaer T. — 
yissa Y.). 
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II. Kings xi. 12. "Long live the King" (ye%i liam- 
melek). 

Judges xvi. 30. "Let me die with the Philistine" 
(tamo^ nafs-I). 

Genesis xvi. 6. "The Lord judge between me and thee " 
(yi«po^ Y.). 

There are, however, cases where the subject of the verb 
is put in the first place, the speaker seeming to pause upon 
it with an emphasis before he utters his prayer concerning 
it, e,g. Psahn cix. 6. " Set thou a wicked man over him 
— ^and Satan — let him stand at his right hand " (we-Satan 
— ^ya<amod). 

After a verb in the Imperative or Precative form, 
the second person of the Imperfect is often used in a 
Precative sense. 

EXAMPLES. 

Psahn Ixviii. 3. " Let God arise, let his enemies be 
scattered : As smoke is driven away, so drive Thou them 
awap'' (tindof). 

Proverbs vii. 1. " My son, keep my words, and lap up 
my commandments with thee" (semor — ^tisfon). 

18. In I. Samuel xx. 16, there is a singular instance of 
a Perfect placed before a noun to express a prayer. " So 
Jonathan made a covenant with the house of David, 
saying, 'Let the Lord even require it at the hand of 
David's enemies,' i,e. require the due penalty for the evil 
which David's enemies are supposed to be doing at the 
time of uttering the prayer " {u-yikkes T.). Ais may 
be compared with similar forms in Arabic, e.g. tabdraka 
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'llahu, which seem to be used for the purpose of express- 
ing a pious wish for the continuance of some existing state 
of things. 

FABTICIPLE, 

19. The Participle so-called resembles the Perfect inas- 
much as it couples with some person or subject the action 
or condition expressed by the root, without conveying in 
itself any notion of time past, present, or future. It differs 
from the Perfect inasmuch as it does not assert or predi- .^^\1 
cate, but only describes. It is the nomen agentis or nomen ^^ 
patientis of Arabic Grammars. 

EXAMPLES. 

Proverbs xx. 12. ** The hearing ear, and the seeing eye, 
the Lord hath made even both of them " (soma<a^ — ^roah), 
i,e, the ear, which possesses the faculty of hearing, and 
the eye, which possesses the faculty of seeing. 

Prov. XX. 11. "It is naught, it is naught,^ saith the 
buyer ^^ (haA;-A;oneh). 

Gen. i. 6. " Let there be a firmament — ^and let it be a 
divider — ^between waters and waters " (mavdil). 

Exodus XX. 12 (Deut. v. 16). "The land which the 
Lord giveth thee {lit, of which the Lord is giver)'* (no^en). 
This form seems to be intended to suggest as a motive 
to obedience the relation subsisting (apart from all con- 
siderations of time) between the Author of the law and 
his people. He who gives the law, and requires obedience 
thereto from the dwellers in the land, is also the giver of 
the land on which they dweU. 
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In the case of the Participle, as in the case of the 
Perfect, the notion of the time past, present, or future, to 
which the act or condition belongs, is to be gathered from 
the context. 

Numbers xxxiii. 3, 4. "The children of Israel went 
out with a high hand in the sight of aU the Egyptians : 
For the Egyptians were burying aU their first-bom" 
(mSAabberIm). 

Joshua iii. 17. "And the priests that bare the ark — 
stood firm on dry ground — ^whilst aU the Israelites were 
passing over" (we-kol I. — <overim). 

HEBBEW NAEBATIVE. 

20. In comparing the structure of the Verb in the 
Hebrew and in other Semitic languages with the structure 
of the Yerb in the cultivated languages of the West, we 
are struck by the fewness of the grammatical forms em- 
ployed by the former class ; and we are apt to wonder, 
how so scanty an outfit was made to meet the requirements 
of himian discourse. In considering this question, we 
confine ourselves to the case of narratives of past events. 

The chief cause then seems to lie in the mental habits 
of the speakers of the language. 

Our habit is to refer all the parts of every narrative to 
one fixed centre ; namely, to the narrator himself in each 
case, however remote he may be in time from the facts he 
is narrating. From the time at which he speaks, or 
writes, he travels back in mind to the facts narrated. He 
not only indicates in the outset that the facts stated 
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belong to the past time, but goes on repeating that in- 
dication with every new fact in the series narrated. 

Moreover, we are apt in our written narratives to 
gather the events which we narrate into groups, each 
group having for its centre some person, from whose 
stand-point we look before and after. We not only 
indicate the place of that central figure as in the past, 
but upon every motive or remembrance, and even upon 
every hope or fear which we assign to him, we think it 
necessary to set a further mark showjiig that to us all 
is past. 

The Hebrew narrator proceeds on a different plan. He 
begins by indicating once for all that he is about to speak 
of a past time. This he does either by expressly mention- 
ing the past time to which his nari'ative belongs, or by 
naming some person, or event which his hearers know 
beforehand to belong to the past time. 

21. By way of Preface, he sets forth the state of facts 
as existing at the time of the commencement of his in- 
tended narrative, so far as may be needed to make that 
narrative intelligible. These facts are viewed only as 
being the facts out of which the narrative takes its rise. 
The course of things by which those facts came into being, 
their relations in time to each other, these matters lie out- 
side of the purpose and business of the narrator. The 
facts are viewed simply as co-existing at the outset of the 
narrative, and are therefore connected together by means 
of the ordinary conjunction wL In these prefaces there 
is no dependence of the acts or conditions therein men-

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tioned upon one another ; the w^ being prefixed in each 
case, not to a verb, but to a noun. 

For example, Gen. i. 1. This was the state of things 
whctti the course of events about to be narrated conunenced. 
Hefaven and earth, the work of God, were in existence; 
thd earth was waste — darkness was upon the deep — ^the 
Spirit of God was moving upon the waters. This preface 
being comprised in verses 1-2, the narrative begins in v. 3. 
" Thereupon (or then) God saith," etc. 

Genesis xxiv. 1, 2. The first verse is a preface to the 
narrative which follows. 1. "Now Abraham was old and 
well stricken in age : and the Lord had blessed Abraham 
in all things/^ Then the narrative commences. 2. " There- 
upon Abraham saith imto his eldest servant," etc. 

Gen. xxxvii. 2. The former part of the verse is a pre- 
face, the narrative beginning with the last clause : " Then 
Joseph bringeth unto his father.'' 

22. And this practice of introducing a regular narrative 
by a short preface is resorted to not only at the beginning 
of a distinct narrative, but also at the beginning of sepa- 
rate paragraphs in the narrative. The prefatory clause 
merely indicates that a certain fact once took place — ^then 
the sequence of certain other facts is stated. Taken to^ 
gether, a sentence thus formed is equivalent to a Latin 
sentence introduced by some conjimction, such as quumy 
postqtMm, or the like, or by a so-called ablative absolute. 

BXAMPLBS. 

Gen. xli. 10. " Pharaoh, being wroth with his servants, 
put me in ward*' (Aasaf — ^wai-yitten). 
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I. Samuel xxviii. 3. "Samuel being dead (or after 
Samuel was dead) Israel lamented/' lAi. "Now Samuel 
was dead^ thereupon all Israel laments Um, and buries him 
in Ramah *' (u-/8. me^, wai-yispedu). At chap. xxv. 1, 
where the statement of Samuel's death came in its proper 
place in the narrative, tilie usual form was employed (viz. 
wai-yamo^). 

II. Sam. xix. 40. " And when the king was come over, 
the king kissed Barzillai'* (we-ham-melek <avar, wai- 



23. Then the speaker commences his narrative with the 
conjunction of sequence wa which shows only this, that 
the action d^ioted by the verb to which it was prefixed 
was later in time than the facts stated in the preface. 
Suppose a man to be relating some occurrence which he 
has witnessed, his first object is to put his hearer as far as 
possible in the position which he himself occupied at the 
time of the occurrence, to make his hearer see and hear 
what he himself saw and heard, and in the same order. 
He does not gather the facts he has to tell into artificial 
groups, but recounts them one by one, each in its place 
as it occurred. He connects them by a conjunction, which 
indicates that each act or event expressed by the verb to 
which that conjunction is prefixed is in order of time 
later than the act or event expressed by the verb to which 
the like conjunction is prefixed in the clause immediately 
before it. The very words of each speaker are repeated. 
His thoughts also are given as words — as what "he said 
in his heart." Thus the story flows on. No reference is 
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made to time, except so far as the particle wa indicates 
sequence. Each incident of the narrative, each agent or 
speaker that takes part in it, is brought before the hearer 
in due order, just as if a roll containing a series of pictures 
representing them in their proper places were gradually 
imroUed before his eyes. Thus each incident in its turn 
becomes present, and moves on with the words of the 
narrator. The narrative sets forth a series of present acts, 
and is not complicated by any reference to the later time 
O'/ / fi^i^f ^* which the story is related, or to times which were future 
i[?^*^^^^^\/o the persons mentioned in the course of the narrative. 

This habit of mind being common to both narrator and 
hearer, the simple forms of the Hebrew verbs supply all 
that is needed. 

24. This original form fitly corresponded to the oral 
narratives of contemporary events, with which earlier and 
simpler races would have chiefly to do. Afterwards it 
came to be used as a mode of writing history : for it was 
a clear, lively, and intelligible mode of conveying the 
story of the past as well as of the present. It continued 
to be the only form of narration through the period in 
which the books were written, from which our examples 
are taken. 

Our own habits of speech do not allow us to follow the 
Hebrew usage in our versions ; but, in order to understand 
the construction of the language, it is needful to bear this 
usage in mind. 
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CHAPTEE III. 

GEAMMATICAL NOTES. 

The object of these notes is to show how the general 
rules laid down in the preceding chapter are to be applied 
to the clearing up of grammatical difficulties in the Hebrew 
text. It is not intended to point out every passage to 
which the rules are applicable ; but rather to select certain 
instances whereby the meaning and extent of the rules 
may be made clear, and the learner may be enabled to 
apply them for himself to other passages. 

Genesis — Chaptee I. 

w. 14, 15. **Let there be lights in the firmament, and let 
them he for signs" (yehi — ^we-hayu). Here the latter 
clauses of a command are expressed by Perfects subjoined 
to an Imperfect. 

V. 31. e^-kol — a«er asah : i.e., '' Everything of which he 

was the maker — every created thing." The words refer to 

the relation between the maker and the things made, not 

to time. 

Chapter II. 

V. 10. yippared — we-hayah. "The stream at that 

point is divided, and in dividing becomes,'' etc. ; the divi- 
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sion of the one stream and the formation of the four riyers 
being different stages of one natural operation. 

Chaptee rv. 

V. 1. we-ha-adam yada^. These words are intended as an 
introduction or preface to a new narrative, which begins 
with waUtdkar, and is carried on from stage to stage by 
the use of the same particle wa, 

V. 14. hayift and hayah are subjoined Perfects which in- 
dicate further stages in the process of departing from the 
presence of God. 

Chaptee V., verses 3-6. 

Here we read that : — 

V. 3. " Adam lived 130 years and begat Seth : " 

V. 4. ^^ And the days of Adam after he begat Seth were 
800 years, and he begat sons and daughters : " 

V. 5. " And all the days that Adam lived were 930, and 
he died." 

V. 6. " And Seth lived 105 years and begat Enos : *' 

Throughout these verses the word and represents the 
Hebrew * wa,' which appears at first sight to indicate that 
all the facts narrated are represented as following one 
another in the order in which they are written. The 
birth of Enos would therefore appear to have taken place 
after the death of Adam. Yet this is contradicted by the 
narrative itself. Are we then to abandon the theory of 
the Vau of Sequence? By no means. The solution of 
the difficulty is this — ^that in pedigrees of this form there 
is a twofold sequence. One is a continuous lineal sequence 
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from father to son, tracing the descent from eldest son to 
eldest son : the persons being all named. To set forth this 
sequence is the special purpose of the narrator. Besides 
this, there is a collateral sequence of events following the 
birth of the eldest son of each patriarch; the narrator 
taking care to mention in each case that besides the de* 
scendant named there were other descendants imnamed, 
and to state also the age of the patriarch at the time of 
his death. The former sequence is carried on through 
the verses 3, 6, 9, 12, 15, and so on; the latter, in 
the verses intervening between each couple of those 
numbers. 

We should probably have separated these and have 
placed first the direct pedigree, and the other matters 
subsequently. 

But the mode here used did not fail of being under- 
stood. Accordingly, in the Hebrew manuscripts, and in 
the printed text, the narrative is broken up into groups 
in such manner as that each group begins with the birth 
of the firstborn son of each patriarch, and ends with the 
death of that patriarch. A space is then left in the 
manuscript, and a symbol introduced to indicate that the 
sequence indicated by the first word of the next group is 
not an immediate sequence upon the clause preceding. 
This device of the Hebrew scribes is imitated by the para- 
graphs in our English Bible. 

Chaptbe VI. 

V. 21. asafta. This Perfect, being subjoined to an 
Imperative, becomes an Imperative. So again in the third 
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clause, wS-hayah. *^And thou — take to thee of all food 
which is eaten, and gather it to thee — and be it to thee and to 
them for food" 

Chaptee vin. 
V. 17. hose — ^we-saresu — ^u-faru — ^we-ravii. ^^ Bring forth 
— and let them breed — and be fruitful and multiply" 

Chaptee IX. 
V. 16. we-haye^ah — u-reift. ^'8o soon as the bow is in 

the cloud, I look upon it to remember." 
V. 26. w-ihi. "And let Canaan be his servant." 
V. 27. yaft-Elohim. "May God enlarge — and may he 

dwell — and let Canaan be his servant." 

Chaptee X. 
V. 8. we-Ku» yalad e^ Nimrod. In this verse all that 
is asserted is the fact that Kush was father of Nimrod. 
There is no attempt to define the precise place of Nimrod 
in the historic series. So throughout this chapter. 

Chaptee XI. 

V. 9. <al-ken ^ra. "Therefore doth one call." The 
Perfect here indicates a custom. 

w. 10-26. Here we have a pedigree extending from Shem 
to Abram. It differs throughout from that in chap. v. in 
this respect, that there is no statement of the whole length 
of life or of the death of each patriarch. In the earlier 
part it differs also in another respect. In v. 12 and again 
in V. 14 the difficulty which was noticed in the notes on 
chap. V. arising from the use of the wa throughout, is 
avoided by a change of structure. The wa is dropped 
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and the sequence manifestly broken, so as to leaye no 
apparent contradiction. It is singxdar that in aU the later 
parts of the narrative this device is not resorted to, but the 
form which has been considered above (chap. v. 3-6) is 
retained. Here, as before, the Hebrew editors of the text 
have, by spaces and symbols, marked the places where the 
sequence is not immediate. 

Chaptee XII. 

V. 1. wai-yomer. " Then saith the Lord,'' 

Here again the difficulty of a double sequence presents 
itself. The direct sequence belongs to the life of Abram ; 
which is the primary subject of the narrative. The 
sequence in the last verse of chap. xi. is a divergent or 
secondary one. In chap. xii. 1, the direct sequence is 
resumed. 

V. 2. '^And become a blessing " (heyeh). 

V. 12. ki yiru — ^we-§m6ru— wS-harSgu-o^ — w6-o^ak 
ye;^aiyu. "/n case they see, then they will say — and mil 
kill me, but thee they mil save alive." After the word 
me (offi) the structure is varied : the dependence is 
severed, and the concluding clause takes the form of a 
direct and independent assertion ; though, for the purpose 
of ^nphasis and contrast, the pronoim *thee' (o^ak) is 
transferred to the commencement of the clause. 

V. 13. The Perfect ^aye^ah is subjoined to the Imper- 
fect yitav.

w. 5, 6. These two verses are a preface, introduced to 
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indicate the state of things at the time when the strife 
about to be indicated arose. 

w. 11, 12. wai-yipparedii — ya«av — we-y&av. Thei 
Perfects are used not to express any new fact, but simply 
to explain the word yipparedu. 

Chapteb XIV. 

V. 16. The Perfect he«hiv follows the time of ya«ev, no 
other time being indicated. 

Chapteb XV. 

V. 6. we-heemin. *^And at the time last mentioned, whilst 
he was hearing the words spoken, he believedJ' 

Chapteb XVII. 

w. 5-^. The Imperfect yikkaie belongs to a future 
time, as shown by the word <6d. To this Imperfect are 
subjoined, in v. 6, hifreft — ne^atti; in v. 7, haAimo^; 
in V. 8, ne^atti ; and finally, hayi^. All these Perfects 
mark successive stages in the transaction or history. The 
last clause of v. 6, " even kings out of thee shall come,'' 
is an independent clause, by way of parenthesis. 

V. 19. we-kara^. *'And thou shalt call." The time of 
calling being already fixed in the reference to a son yet to 
be bom. 

Chapteb XVLU. 

V. 19. lS-ma<an havl. " To the en^ that the Lord mat/ 
be the bringer of all,'' etc. The Perfect here expresses 
not any specific act, but a permanent relation. 
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V. 25. we-hayah. " So that the state of things be this : 
as the righteous, so the uncked." 

Chapter XIX. 
V. 3. wai yacas misteh — u-masso^ afih — misteh refers 
only to that which was to be drunk, and not to that 
which was to be eaten ; therefore, to mark the two dis- 
tinct operations, the we of the latter clause is not prefixed 
to the verb, but to the noun. 

Chaptee XX. 
V. 6. wa-e^sok. ^^And so (thereupon) I withheld thee," 
V. 7. we-;^eyeh. ^* And (so doing) live." 

Chaptee XXI. 
w. 24, 25. wai-yomer A. — we-hokia;^ A. " Then 
Abraham said — and Abraham reproved." The reproof 
was not part of a prior or other transaction, but of the 
same transaction of which the narration commences in 
V. 22. Abraham takes the oath required of him against 
wrongful dealing on his part, and goes on to complain of 
wrongful dealing on the part of Abimelech. The words 
of the oath are given expressly, " I swear " ; of the re- 
proof, the substance only is given. Both the oath and 
the reproof were comprised in one unbroken discourse.

V. 6, The narrative interrupted at v. 3 is here resumed. 
The w. 3-4 are a parenthesis, giving some further informa- 
tion as to the family of Xeturah. 

Chaptee XXVI. 

V. 3. wS-ehyeh. ^^Irnll be with thee.^^ A promise follow- 
ing a command. In w. 3-4 the first stage in the train 
of promised blessing is expressed by the Imperfect etten; 
the latter stages, by the subjoined Perfects yBklmoBl — 
hirbe^ — ^nadatti — ^hi^arSkii. 

V. 5. wai-yi«mor. " Not only heard my commandments, 
but went on to keep them,''

Verse 12 is a parenthesis.

V. 30. we-«akavti — u-nesa^a-ni. ''But let me lie toith 
my fatherSy and do thou carry me out of Egypt** These 
Perfects are subjoined to the Precative in the preceding 
verse. 

Chaptee XLYIU. 

w. 15, 16. " Ood — ^the Ood which hath fed me — may He

V. 21. " I die, and (when I die) then shall come to pass 
this state of things — namely, God shall be with you, and 
bring you again unto the land of your fathers.**

V. 12. "-4&0 in 8eir dwelt the Sorim beforetime; but the 
children of Esau dispossessed them, and after a time destroyed 
them.

25 to 38 inclusive being a parenthesis.

V. 29 (E. V. 32). u-«gmarteni la-<aso^. " Observe there- 
fore to do.'' At this point the construction which was 
interrupted at v. 41 of chap. iv. is resumed; two long 
parentheses filling up the interval, viz. chap. iv. 41-49, 
and chap. v. 1-28 (E. V. 1—31).

V. 31. <asu. " They do habitually." yisrfifu. " They bum 
from time to time." 
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Chaptee xin. 
V. 6 (E. V. V. 6). u-vi<arta. This Perfect is subjoiaed 
to yuma^ in the earlier part of the verse. " By the death 
of the fake prophet shall the evil he put away J* 

Chapteb XV. 
V. 6. ki-T. berak-ka — ^w6-ha<avatta. *'In case the Lord 
shall have blessed thee — then shalt thou lendJ' The whole 
context, from chap. xii. 1 downward, shows that a future 
time is here contemplated.

w. 2-3. a^er ya<aseh — wai-yelek wai-ya^Svod — wai- 
yista;^. Here the grammatical form, ordinarily used for 
the purpose of narrating facts actually past, is employed 
for the purpose of stating a case supposed to have happened, 
and to have been ascertained to be matter of fact, before 
the time at which the command now given is to take 
effect.

These words express one operation, the cause and its 
effects.

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of Israel and their God carries with it an obKgation on 
their part to render immediate obedience to every com- 
mand which proceeds from Him.

The blessings in w. 3-6 of this chapter and the curses 
in w. 16-19 are in the E. V. rendered as promises of good 
and as threats of evil. Yet they are expressed in words 
which, in form and position, closely resemble those which 
are used in chap, xxvii. w.

This Perfect is subjoined 
to the Imperfect ^edem in v. 5. The intervening w. 6-7 
being a parenthesis. " To the end that ye may know that 
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I am the Lord — and that ye may keep the words of this 
covenant

w. 27-8. wa-igares — ^wai-yomer — ^wai-yiskon. ''There- 
fore he thrust out the enemy — and saidy Destroy them. 80

act of hiding having preceded the act of answering the 
king. 

V. 22. wa-ivaA;«u. " Then they search,^^ This does not 
mean that the pursuers start afresh on their pursuit after 
the last fact mentioned ; but that the pursuers continue 
their search after the last fact introduced by a wa, viz.

Here the dependent Imperfect 
expresses ^q purport of the command. 

Chaptek VI. 

w. 5-6. ki-yeseu — we-nasnu — we-yaseu. " Jn case 
they com^ out against us — then we udll flee before them and 
they will come out after us, even until we have draum them 
away from the city J' The Perfect yaseu is contemporaneous 
vnth the Perfect nasnu. 

The concluding words of v. 6, which disturb the con- 
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struction, are not found in the LXX. It is apparently an 
error of transcription, a repetition of the last words of 
V. 5, owing to the recurrence of the words ba-risonah.

"And, notwittstanding that, ye are 
tummg away this day from following the Lord ; and this 
is the state of things — ^ye are rebelling this day against the 
Lord, and to-nion*ow with the whole congregation will 
He be wroth " (we-hayah).

The Perfect is here used to express an event cont^n- 
poraneous with the event last mentioned ; the city being 
set on fire, whilst the slaughter was going on.

Here the narrative commences without 
any Preface or introductory clause. Therefore the Im- 
perfect alone is employed without the wa: there being 
nothing for the wa to refer back to. The past time is 
clearly indicated by the reference to Egypt. 

V. 3. we-gam-amarti. " Wherefore also I say, I mil 
not." The Preterite here indicates a word (or purpose) 
belonging to the present time, no other time being in- 
dicated.

Here yispo^ is used through- 
out both for beginning, and for continuing, to act as 
judge.

The act expressed by yokelu follows in order 
of time on the act expressed by the last Imperfect with 
wa, namely, the word jesey (he abides), not on the end 
of the time during which the former act lasted.

w. 7-9. The latter part of v. 7 and the whole of v. 8 
are a parenthesis. The direct structure is resumed in v. 9. 
" Thou hast made Thy servant king over Thy people — give 
therefore unto Thy servant an understanding heart to judge 
Thy people " i.e. " Thou didst call him to the office of king 
and judge ; give him therefore the gifts needed for dis- 
charging the duties of that office." These two things, the 
power and the wisdom to use that power aright, shoidd 
concur. Therefore the structure appropriate to concurrent 
acts is resorted to (hunlakta — ^we-natfatta).

In this 
verse, and again in v. 49, we have a different construction, 
viz. two Perfects used to indicate concurrence or close 
connexion : w6-sama<ta — ^w6-<asl^a. Lit. ** Thou (who art 
a God that keepeth covenant and mercy, V. 23) so soon ds 
Thou hearest the prayer of Thy people, Thou unit maintain their 
cause" The mercifulness of God is viewed as necessarily 
binding together the prayer of the people and the succour 
from their God. 

Chaptee IX. 

V. 25. we-he<6leh. The Perfect is here used to express, 
not a fact occurring at a certain point of time, but a custom 
or fixed practice. 

Chaptee XIII. 

w. 1-3. *'And behold, whilst Jeroboam was doing the thing 
just narrated, a man of God was corns from Judah—and 
Jeroboam was standing by the altar. Then cried he against 
the altar, and said — And he gave a sign " (wai-yojner — ^we- 
n^dan). The man was engaged in a transaction, which 
consisted of two parts: first he annoomced the woe to 
come; and then he gave a sign to show that, what he 
annoomced, would certainly come to pass. The Imperfect 
with wa indicates the former part; the latter part is indi- 
cated by a subjoined Perfect* 
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Chapteb XVI. 
V. 21. "Then were the people divided into two parts: 
hali/ollowed — and half followed" In the former clause, 
which states a new fact, the Imperfect is used : in the 
latter clause, which ewplains the former, the Perfect is 
used (ye^eA — ^hayah axS,re). Compare xviii. 6. 

Chapteb XX. 

V. 33. wS-ha-^nasTm. ^^ Now the men, while the king 
was speaking, were diligently observing whether ant/thing 
would come from him. Then, when he had spoken, they 
did hastily catch it." 

Chapter XXI. 

w. 23-24. In these two verses the words of the E. V., 
" The dogs shaU eat," occur twice. In the former they 
correspond to the Hebrew words hak-k^lavim yokelu, 
which are placed in the order usual in such cases. In the 
latter the sentence being inverted {i.e. the object of the 
verb being put before the verb), these words also are in- 
verted, thus yokelu hak-kelavun. 

Chapter XXII. 
V. 43. ^^ And he walked in all the way of Asa his father, 
he turned not aside — ^from it" (wai-yelek — ^15 sar). The 
Perfect being used to explain the former verb, much as 
we might use an adverb or adverbial clause, e.g. unin- 
terruptedly, mthout swerving. 

n. Kings — Chapter II. 
V. 25. ^^And he (Elisha) went from thence to Mount 
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Carmel. And from thence he returned to Samaria " (wai- 
yelek — u-misaSm «av). If the journey from Bethel to 
Garmel had been viewed as distinct from the journey from 
Carmel to Samaria, we should have had in the latter clause 
wai-yasov. But the whole is regarded as one journey. 
It is therefore to be understood that the prophet's home 
at that time (or at least the end of his journey) was in 
Samaria. There is something omusual here in the inser- 
tion of two words between the Particle and the Perfect : 
the insertion however in this case does not express any- 
thing more than would have been understood without it. 

Chapteb IY. 
V. 22. "And let me run" (w6-arusah). 

Chaptbe V. 

w. 24-25. wai-yeleku — ^w6-hu va. i.e. While the men 
were on their way back to their master, Gehazi went in 
and then stood before his master. 
Chapteb IX. 

"I (the Lord) anoint thee king — and thou 
smitest" (mesaxti — we-hikki^). The two facts being 
treated as concurrent or immediately connected : the duty 
of the new king to fulfil the purpose of Him, who gave 
him the kingship, being apparent. 

Chaptee X. 

w. 2-3. " NoWy seeing your master^ 8 sons are with you — • 

look out the best — and fight for your master's house." 

In these verses we find the principle, though not the usual 

form, of the construction used for marking the concur- 
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rence of facts. There is not as usual a Perfect form in 
both clauses ; but v. 2 sets forth certain facts, out of which 
the fitness of the conduct suggested in the next verse 
becomes apparent. 

Chapteb XII. 
V. 10. w6-na^gnu. i.e. The custom was, that the priests 
put therein all the money that was brought into the house. 

Chaptee XIV. 
V, 22. hu banah, i.e. It was he who built. So likewise 
the hu is emphatic in v. 26 ; and again in xv. 36. 

Chapiee XV. 
V. 20. " So the king of Assyria turned bade, and stayed 
not there " (lo-<amad). The Perfect being used to indicate, 
not a new fact, but a circumstance connected with the 
fact last mentioned. 

Chaptee XIX. 
V. 24. i.e. *^ Whenever I besiege any place, I dry up the 
rivers thereof " (w6-a;^iv). 

Chaptee XXV. 
V. 14. Sser ySsarg^u b-am, i.e. " Wherewith from time to 
time they ministered.'^ 

THE PSALMS. 
These Notes refer throughout to the Bible version. The 
numbers of the verses f oUow those of the Hebrew text. 
It will be imderstood that the renderings, which are oc- 
casionally given in these Grammatical Notes of portions 
of the Hebrew, are not offered as exact and close trans- 
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lationsy but rather as paraplirasea intended to convey the 
full meaning of the original.

V. 3. we-hayah. This Perfect is subjoined to the Im- 
perfect in the preceding verse. The result or eflfect of the 
meditation is to produce fruit.

w. 1-2. The following paraphrase may serve to explain

"For Thou dost blesa — dost compass/' i.e. dost 
shield the righteous man from harm^ when {if at any time) 
it comes nigh him. This sense is suggested by the Im- 
perfect.

V. 5. wa-a^allesah. wa for wa, because of the Alef 
following. ^^If I rewarded evil unto him that was at peace 
with ms — which I did not — nay^ rather^ I went further y and 
I delivered — let go free — him that without cause was mine

The- two clauses indicate two stages in the 
preparation to shoot. In prose w6 would be prefixed to 
the Perfect.

w. 6-6. bata;^!. " / trmt habitually in thy mercy. Let 
my heart rejoice. Let me sing unto the Lord, (i.e. find a 
subject for song) in that He hath dealt bountifully unth m>e.'' 

Psalm XIV. 

V.' 1. The Perfect amar expresses the habitual thought 
or sentiment of the fool, i.e. of the imgodly man. 

V. 5. pa;^du. ^^ All the while they — ^the imgodly — are 
in a state of great fear , for God, who gives peace and con- 
fidence, is not with them.'' 

Psalm XV. 
w. 2-3. The positive characteristics of the man (who 
shall dwell on the holy hill) are expressed by the bo- 
GeSl&Si participle or nomen ageritis : the negative, by 15 with 
a Perfect as in Ps. i. v. 1. In both cases alike, permanent 
characteristics or habits are intended.

"JTe honoureth siich persona, whenever he 
meets with them'' This sense is suggested by the Imperitect.

T. 14. w6-hinnixu. ^^And leave" This Perfect is sub- 
joined to the Imperfect yisbem. " These wealthy men 
have m>ant/ children, and leave to them the rest of their sub-

Psalm XVIII. 

V. 2. erj^om-ka. "I love Thee" This Psalm is the ex- 
pression of my love. 

e^seh. " In whom I take refuge in time of danger"

So soon as I call, the deliverance comes" 

w. 5-6. These verses set forth the state of danger and 
terror out of which the Psalmist has been delivered. 
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'* Sorrows are cdiled rotmd him like cords, floods of ungodly 
men o^re making him afraid, etc. Se is crying to God, 
Then comes the deliverance." 

TV. 8-20. In these verses the several stages of this de- 
Kverance are narrated. " Then quaketh the earth and 
trembleth — then botveth Se the heavens," etc.

w. 26-7. ^^Thou shewest Thyself merciful," etc:; and so 
throughout.

In all these verses 37-46 the Imperfect is to be rendered 
as a Present.

V. 9. ^'In my trouble I cried." The cry or supplication 
is expressed in w. 10-11.

The Perfect hosi is subjoined to yatftseh in the pre- 
ceding verse. 

This Perfect is subjoined to the 
Imperfect yire«ii.

This is not a narration of a sequence of facts. If so^ 
we should have foimd * wa-Sdabber.* Eather, it is a de- 
scription of an inward conflict, in the course of which the 
habitual purpose to keep silence is not abandoned and 
voluntarily followed by speech, but simply overborne 
(while still subsisting) by the force of strong and bitter 
feelings. As if the Psalmist had said, " The settled resolve 
of my mind is to abstain from speaking, lest I sin in speaking. 
My state is that of a dumb man. But, all the while, a fire 
is burning within me. All unawares, I find myself a speaker. 
I am forced to utter my distress." 
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Psalm XL. 

In w. 2-3 and the former clause of v. 4 the several 
steps of some past deliverance are recoimted in the ordi- 
nary narrative form.

Lord:'

V. 7, yese — ^yedabber. "As soon as he goeth out of the 

sick chamber^ he begins to utter iniquity.'' 

PsALH XLn.

(ki e<6vor) how from time to time I passed on amidst the 
multitude of worshippers, even to (<ad) the house of Ood." 

The word eUeh (these) refers to the acts about to be 
mentioned.

In the 
following words the narrative is resumed: "-4 fire 
devoureth before him, and it is very tempestiwus ** etc. 
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V. 4. ''He caJkth/' 

V. 6. wai-yaggidu. ''Then (thereupon) the heavens declare 
Mia righteousness.^* This is the response, or joyful ac- 
claim, of the heavens to the divine call in v. 4. 

w. 16-17. wal-tissa berl^-i. " Thou presumest not only to 
declare {recount) my statutes, professing knowledge of them, 
but to go further and acknowledge a personal obligation to 
obedience : whereas all the time thou art a hater (sane^a) of 
instruction, and from hatred proceedest even to open rejection 
of the Divine commands'' (wat-ta«lek).

Lit. being eaters of my people, 
they are eaters of bread, i.e. "Hating up my people is to 
them as natural and habitual as eating bread."

V. 7 (E.V. 5). ya«iv. "He is rewarding." The Psahnist, 
seeing this, prays for the utter discomfiture of the op- 
pressors. 

Psalm LV. 
V. 6 (E.V. 5). yavo. "Come upon me (assail me) — 
wat-tekass-enT, then, as a further stage of distress, horror 
overwhelms me." 
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V. 7. wa-omar. ^'ITien I ««y." This horror prevails to 
such a degree as to force from me these words, " that I 
had wings like a dove — Let me flee away and be at red.'* 

V. 10. raift. ^^ I see habitually ^ I witness'' 

w. 12-13. " For it is not an enemy that reproacheth me : 
then could I bear it : neither is it he that hated me that hath 
magnified himself against me. But it is thou." 

V. 18. padah. '^Se redeemeth — He is the redeemer— for 
there are many with me." 

V. 20. yi«ma< El. " May God hear." 

V. 21. «ala;^. "Se puts forth his hand habitiuilly-—he 
breaks (is a breaker of) his covenant." So likewise through- 
out V. 22.

The Particle we is not 
needed, because the connexion is sufficiently indicated by 
the recurrence of the chant from the same part of the 
quire. " CHlead shall be mine.'' Shall be should be substi- 
tuted for is throughout the sentence. 

V. 12. Eather perhaps, '*Wtlt not Thou, Ood? Hast 
Thou cast us off and goest not forth with our armies P '* 
(zena;^-nu we-lo-sese). "Hast Thou so entirely cast us 
off, that Thou wilt not go forth with our armies ?''

It is the purpose or decree of God to 
bring his people from the lands wherein they are 
scattered, back again to this land ; even from the Eastern 
mountains, even from the Western sea. 

V. 25. The Psalmist, after reviewing the history of his 
people from their passage through the desert to their 
establishment in the land, dwells now on the crowning 
mercy of God who had enabled them to be habitual 
witnesses of the stately worship of Jerusalem, rail. ^'They 
see," i.e. regularly, and as a custom. 

Y. 26. AiddSmu. The Perfect indicates the established 
order of the processions in the holy place. " The singers 
go before — The players on instruments follow after — among 
them are " etc.

Ethopia — may she stretch otd soon her hands unto Ood.'^
